In going his rounds last night Private 


M. Denny, one of the sentries, surprised 
a man about 2 o'clock this morning at 
the rear of the building as he wna In 
the act of trying to climb over the wall 
where it was broken down by the earth- 
quake and thus gain access to the upper 
story of the building. 


As the sentry came around the building 


the man 
dropped 
to the ground and 


started to run away. 
Denny shouted to 


the mar. to halt ar.d at the same time nut 
a ball cartridge 
into the barrel of his 


riflo. which was unloaded. 
As his com- 


mand was unheeded by the man he fired 
and reloading fired again and again aa 
long as the man could be distinguished 
by him. 
This morning a. careful search

was mado by Corporal T. W. Datley of 
the surrounding shrubbery to see If it 
was possible that the man might have 
been wounded and hidden himself. 
No 


signs of blood could be discovered, how- 
ever, although the marks of the bullets 
could plainly be seen where they had 
torn 'up the pathway and cut through 
the trees. 


According to Denny's statement 
the 


robber left the path he was running along 
when he fired the first shot and went 
Into the shrubbery and he only had tho 
crackling of the bushes to guide his aim 


I after tlie first shot. 
He says that when 


i he first saw tho robber he was not twenty 


] feet from him. 


No one stays in the building at night,

| he would have been able to help himsolf

BERKELEY April 29.—A large num- 


bar of the refugees who have flooded the 
town for the past week have departed, 
and there are now only 148 refugees 
camped at California Field, the football 
gridiron of the University. 
The loss of 


some of the men was a rather welcome 
move to the town police, who have been 
rounding them up and shipping them 
out of Berkeley because they refused to 
work. The camp, which Is In charge of 
Dr. Tutman and a corps oC assistants, 
Is under tho strictest military dls'cTpllne. 
The personnel of the refugees that are 
left Is 31 men, 52 women and 65 chil- 
dren. A few of the unmarrlea men are 
camped outside of the field under mili- 
tary guard. 


Forty thousand dollars haa 
been 


paid out by the City Treasurer since 
the opening of the office 
yesterday 


morning to 
relieve the Immediate 


needs of the employes of the various 
departments of the municipal govern- 
ment. Warrants have been Issued to 
police and firemen, school 
teachers 


and other city employes, and these 
have been cashed at once by the City 
Treasurer. 


This action on the part cf the dry 


authorities has been greatly appre- 
ciated by municipal employe!), 
who 


In many cases had begun to feel keen- 
ly the general shortage of ready cash, 
and the amount thus put In circula- 
tion will In a great measure relieve 
the present tension. 


In addition to the warrants of the 


regular employes of the city, the 
Treasurer has cashed a large number 
of warrants Issued to the special po- 
lice officers, who were appointed Im- 
mediately after the earthquake to aid 
In patrolling the city during the ex- 
citement which followed the shock. 
Contrary to the general expectation, 
these men received their warrants at 
once, and they are being paid 
for 


their services as fast as they appear 
at the office of the City Treasurer. In 
many cases the money thus paid has 
been a Godsend to the men who have 
been thrown out of employment by 
the conditions following the earth- 
quake, and had absolutely no other 
means of securing funds with which 
to meet their necessary expenses.

the Third street •bridge, or China Basin 
Hospital In San Francisco, which has 
hitherto been 'Scarcely noticed by the 
press or public. 


Here the poorest of the porr, In fact 


the riff-raff and Bourn of the olty have 
been -brought together In an effort, only 
partially successful to ameliorate their 
condition. 
That this has not been 


done entirely -was not because ot any 
lack of human endeavor, for men and 
women have worked there until they 
dropped from exhaustion, but because 
of a lack of facilities and supplies. 


"When the disaster occurred, Captain 


Dwlffht E. Aultman, with a squad of 
only ten men, fought -his way from Fol- 
Bom and Second streets to South Park, 
driving1 an army of the rabble, men, 
women and children, before him. Ma.ny 
of these people herded together, weire 
entirely or partially under the Influence 
of liquor, and a little laer, when the 
butts of he casks and barrels of a 
winery near by were smashed and the 
liquor let loose, these people got down 
In the streets and drank their fill of 
the flowing streams.

Al- 
though willing to send out reports the 
managers of organizations found it next 
to impossible for the rirst four days after 
tile disaster, on account of the difficulty 
in eetting the telegraph and telephone 
companies to keep their wires clear in 
order to send anywhere near a complete 
report. 
Under these circumstances the 
papers of the interior cities were farced 
to depend upon those papers who had 
been fortunate enough by proximity to 
the scene of horror or by private lines 
to Oakland to keep

through which reliable news could be ob- 
tained. 
Chief among such papers waa THE 
OAKLAND TRIBUNE. Its building and 
plant were uninjured, became the head-

spondents to put on the wires for their 
papers, and whenever the mang.gers of 
any of the newspapers in the cities of the 
Interior succeeded In eetting telephonic 
communication with THE OAKLAND 
TRIBUNE the members of the staff of 
latter paper courteously gave whatever 
information waa In their power.
